- In elther
case, whoever has watched the course of the
fierce and eager factions thus far, must find it
difficult to put away the apprehension that
whichever of them is worsted s pppuble of some
despernte expedient for sweeping the victor
from its path, and, under more or less guise of
legal and constitutional warrant, establishing
an unchecked authority of its own, .

Nothing could have brought us 1o this eriticsl
situatjion had not the Government, al a time
Wien there wos thy greatest need of able and
temperate statesmanship, been 20R0ded to hands
unfig for the trust. The course of each pariy is
apexcusable, Each has atforded its orpouenta
pretext for the extreme lengths to which they
have pushed their animosities, The radicals,
honestly degirous to re-estublish the Union be-
yond the possibility of a renewal of the disecn-
sion which had impenlled if, exercised their
power so oflensively as to hopelessly disgust
those with whom It behooved them to keep on
terms. This faction deliberately repudisted
that moderation which the exlcvncf of the ocea-
sion demanded. It accepted the leadership of
men embittered by contemptuous tregtment
during the years they had paseed in an fmpotent
minonty; who were not only unfitted for rale
by the intoxloution always produced by sudden
exaltation to power, but who seized the oppor-
funity to retort on their now helpless oppouents
the insults they had formerly experienced (rom
them, Its violent procedures eliolted as violent
an opposition,

The South, indeed, had no grounds for looking
for a full and immediate restoration to all its
former rights; but it was expecled both at the
North and the Boull that restoration would be
effected without unvecessary delay. Had the
wperation been entered upon with the cheerful-
ness and pood faith that wonld have been em-
ployed under My, Lincoln's guidacce, all exas-
peration mieght have been avoided, and the
South restored in all sincerity to its allegiance,
But the radicals, by imposing jmmoderately
severe and vexatious conditons, by character-
izing all their dealings by a supercilious hauteur
and exasperating assertion of power, have in-
spired the disatlected Btates—among whose vir-
tues patience and forbearunce never shone—
with & bitter and indignant resentment, too
deep rented to be easily allayed. This hne of
eonduct enabled the turbulent and bratal ele-
ments of the Southern community to obtain the
upper hand, snd perpetrate atrocities importing
such reckiess detiance of law as precludes the
possibility, with regard for the general gafety,
oil}tl.mlr present admiwsion to the national coun-
cile,

The same charscteristics marked their con-
duct towards the President. Had he been a man
of dignity, firmness, and self-control, he might
have avoided a colllgion, and even checked thelr
exiravagances, bBut no one could have been
less qualitied to meet the situation than the per-
son who filled the Executive chair., A man
nal.ural(lly of immoderaté aud hasty temper, he
was suddenly exalted to s position for which be
had no capacity, and which dazeled him with a
certain vague sense of its dignity and grandeur,
He had, furthermore, a degree of selt-ussurance
and wenk vanpity, sccompanied, as is frequently
the case among ignorsnt and vulgar men, by a
hopeless obstinacy, which rendered him the
certain prey of any flatierers ready 1o sufficiently
nbase themselves before him. Such a mun was

cullarly susceptible o annoyance at having

18 schemes roughiy thwarted by a Congress as
arbitrary as himself, Its attempts to force him
had the matursl effect of driving him as their
pronounced enemy wto the open arms of the

common enemiece of them both and of the
country.,
The President and his advisers, whose record

had been of a violence and extravagance hardly
inferior to that of the radicals, soon gave play
to the peculiar hawed spostates alwnys recrl'or
the cause they have betrayed. Blinded by his
fury, he has .vehcmnutlly espoused sssociations
which formerly he reviled no less vehemently.
The conduct of his difference with the Congres-
sional party has been such as to disgrace us in
the eyes of the world. In the exeited condition
of men's minds, all regard for decency hus been
dismissed, The partisans have vied with each
other in the foulest vituperation, We have seen
the unparalleled spectacle of u half-drunken
President bandying epithets with the rabble,
and exhavsting upon his opponents a disgust
ing repertoire of offensive names, The press
have done their best to go beyond him In seur-
rility, and each party is resolving lusell into s
coterie of blackguards,

But, beyond hLis utter indellcacy, his mock
abasement, his blatant selisassertion, he has
been gullty of graver excesses—the scandalous
use ol the public ’nurnnuzc. the surveillanoe and
garbling of oflicial despatches, and, it is asserted,
the coxclusion of obnoslous newspapers frowm
the malls, and the secumulation of tmmense
stores of arms, insufficiently guarded, ap-
parently by deslgn, 1 the midst of s hostile
!;opuhdlun. Where the matter can oad, it is
mpogsible 0 wee. The impeschment of the
President 18 gravely disenssed—more serionsly
we hmagine, than Is generanlly supposed, A« g
counterblow, is cunvassed the erection of u
rival Congress in his Interest; and the stormy
nature of the thmes seems to render by uo
means wild or visiovary the threats of enter.
prizes which would preoipitate us into more dis.
astrous convulsions than those we have emerged
from,

We have no desive to be thonght alarmists,
nor do we think our view too gloomy when we
find threstenings of unother outbreak beyond
the ability of popular patriotlsm to subdue or
the recuperative power of the country to sur-
vive, We may make our escape from the pre-
sent crisis without the adoption of any exira-
ordinary expedicnts, though we confess our
mability to see in what manuer it can be aecom
slshed. But the instruomenialities whioh bhave

rought us thus aeain to the verge of ruin will
be still at work, No nation can long exist ln
which grand uprisings of the ople are
requisite to correct the blunders of the polii
cinng. 11 our gxperience teanches ua anyihbing,
it s that our political system hss failed to
secure us virtue, eapacity, wisdom, in our
rulers, Wehavelong had resson to lament thut

our suffrage is computible with an enlightened
Government. .

In the nature of thinge, it i folly to expect
judiclous decisions of great national lusues from
an Jgnotant, impressible populace, marched
frem the impassioned philippies of an adroit
orator to the ballot-box. It is madness to leave
the final appeal to the judgment of 4 mass
mainly composed of such elements no sane
man would repose confidence in on the simplest
every-dny affairs. The greatest difficulties, it
is troe, must attend any etfort to restrict the
fuffiage, It 18 hard to see clearly in what
quarters curtailment should be made, or upon
what prinoiples the mght to vote should be
awarded; but there 1s yearly less and Jess doubt
that our national prosperity, It not onr national
existence, can only be preserved by abandoning
a republicanam based, as every temperste ob-
server wust admit, upon the most utopian mis-
apprebension of human progress,

The Republican parly embraced in its ranks
«0 large a proportion of the best elements of
our Ameriean population—so much of that
which s ltberal, and progressive, and freedoms
loving, and national; and it bad aboul it such
# poble enthusiasm and parity of purpose, that
it secms nothing lese than a publie ealamity for

it to fall under the control ol illiberal, narrow-
minded, sectional partisuns, inspired by selish
01)&'1;13 nnd goyerned by maligoant feelings,

‘e remmember how it eprane up in 1856, aud,
putting forth Fremont as its leader, and the
Pitisburg platform as il8 basis of principles,
swept over all thoge parie of the country not
directly ana absolutely under the domiuation
of slavery, gathering hosts ol adberents {rom all
parties, and LIVIDE cunsistency and power Lo an
idean which, thouegh vital to the existence of
Amencan freedom, oad been lost slght of in the
yracticanl conduet of Government, We remember
1ww again, in 1860, standing upon the Chicago
latform with Lincoln for its leader, it was
jorne into power by an enthusinstic people,
controlied by a fervent vet intelligent zeal to
deliver the country from the power of a party
which, though professing nationnl and liberal
principles, wus pursuing a sectional Puucs in u
gpirit hostile to the continuance of fraternal
teeling and the perpetuity of the Union.

We remember how agtin, in 1864, with Lin-
coln again as e leader, and with the Baltimore
platlorm as its guiding rale, IL demanded the
support of the country in the midst of war, and
how grandly the people responded to the great
principles which it bore aloft, and, by an over-
whelming majority, gave it again the control of
the Governmenit, No Republican can ever for-
get the spirit whieh controlled or the idea which
mspired the great body of the young party in
these three great campaigns; and if it were for-
golten, or it it be ignored, the platforms of the
arty, and the principles upon which it appealed
o the people jor their suffriges, remain for
reference and instruction, It was the party of
potiticat liberalism, of broad, national ideas, ol
magnanhmity and justice, of progress and re-
form and freedom—the party of devotion to the
Constitution—supporting at once the union of
the States and the rights of the States, Upon
these principles it grew to power, und by this
sign it trivmplied,
he ideas which have been folsted upon the
Republican party of late by men who, through
udroit management, have obtained a remporaty
control of it, are in direct antagonism with
thoge upon which 1t was founded, and which
have guided it durlng the ten years of its exist-
ence. They are not the doctrines of political
liberalism, but of the extremest political bigotry
und prejudice—npot the doctrines of a compre-
heénrive natiopality, but of an unyielding sec-
tonalism. Thelr principle is not that of rigid
uwdheson to the Constitution under all circum-
stances, and adapting all political action to its
requirements, but & very loose principle of sub-
ordinsting the Constiiution to tempo exi-
zencles or m:Tposed necessities—not the princi-
ple of upholding the gnaranteed rights of all the
Htates in the Union of Ftates, bul a convenlent
ptineiple of denying both the existence and the
rights of States, as the necessities ol party may
require, These self-appointed leaders would
transiorm the spirit as well as overthrow the
established platforms of the Republican party,
and, instead of magunanimity sud fraternity,
would inspire it with feellngs of malice and
revenge, and lead it to destruction by pandering
to those passions which it is the duty of good
men o repress.

But we do not believe that such ldeas and
leaders can continue to control & party with
such elements as compose the Rﬂruhl:mn party.
We do not believe it has been roully represented
at oll by the policy of the radical leaders. We
believe that the policy of exclusion and hatred
anud sectionalism which steyens and Butler bave
been and still are fryiog to thrust upou it, will
be disavowed and repudiated long before this
policy can npen 1nto the action which they de-
mand, We believe that the original principles
of iis existence are too deeply lmplanted in its
belng to be rooted-out or erushed down by any

such means as these violent agitators have
adopted; and perhaps in  the very hour
of their apparent triumph they will dis-

cover that thelr plang have fulled, and that
their game is lost, We think there ure
signs. enougl  now, notwithstanding the
elections in New Englawd, that the populer
mind 15 becoming thoroughly weary of the wild
and dangereus echemes of these men—weary
with politicians who keep the Union unrestored,
States unrepresented, citizens disiranchised,
We¢ Dbelieve that, on thi subject, the popular
demands vpon Congress next winter will be
irresisiible: and we say this without regavd to
party triumphs in the eleetiops ol the next two
months, Congress will then have an opportu-
nity, fvo it# deslings with the South, to supple-
moent aud rectify its past action i egocordance
with justice und the Coustitution; and tbhe Re-
publican {mr! y, rilsing arnin the old standards,
snd showing {t=elf equal to the new demauds of
the new times, will have an opportunity of con-
solidating the power which the tolly ol some of
islenders has imperilled.

What They All Mean.

“Ihe Constitution as it is, the Unlon as it was,
and the niggers a8 they were,” was o potent and
popular Copperhead war cry throughout the
dark days of the Rebellion. Governor Seward
baving assumed the role of * comservative”
directly after Mr, Lineoln's first election, made
huste to despateh to Minister Dayton at Paris
the uiterly gratulious and wholly unauthorized
assurance that the status of no single human
being, whether bond or free, would be changed
by the result of the war. He wrote the French
Mintster in 1863 that the Rebels might resume
at pleasure the seats in Congress they had
wantonly abandoned-—thongh the law exprossly
jorbade i, Vallandigham & Co, wried repontedly
to pledge Congress o this proposition, but un-
successinily. The (reeing and arming of slaves
in defense of the Unlon was resisied quite as
turfously as their enfranchisement now is, belog
represented by Uopperheads s u death blow to
ulr hope of 1estoring the Umion. And, though
driven irom position atter position, tuey sare
atill fighting on that line, so far ng they have
been able to hold at,

Gen. Thomas Ewing, Jr., at the Cleveland
Convention on Monday, saa:—

“They owed allegiance rather to the Coustitn-
tion than to philanthropee theories, however right.
To save the Constituuon they were ready Lo
strike hands with the Democratic party, and
labor with it =0 long as It remmned troe to the
Unien, We may look in vain for the South to
vote to degrade 200,000 of tueir ablest men, or
to surrender one-fourth of their representatives
as & penalty for reluglng sulfrage to \henegroes,”
